State law inflicts 
heavy fines, jail 
on 'bonfire bugs' 


Residents of Arlington Heights, j 
Mt 
Prospect, Prospect Heights. 
or Palatine who build bonfires! 
are not only breaking village or- ] 
dinanccs, but are also infringing 
a state law, according to fire de­ 
partment officials in the above 
towns. 
Section 53 cif chapter 38 of Illi­ 
nois State law' makes it illegal 
lor any person to wilfully set 
(ire to grasslands, and includes a 
fine of $100 or six months in jail 
or both.

Consumers are finding it puz^l- I 
ing that while retail milk prices I 
are the highest on record, pro 
ductiofi continues to drop stead 
ii v 
This was explained today by J. 
P. Mason, dairy m arketing direc­ 
tor of the Illinois Agricultural 
association, in pointing out that 
p rie d paul producers have been 
moving upward at a slower rate 
than the cost of producing milk. 
"In comparison with a general 
increase of 133 per cent in cost 
of all foods,* Mason said, 
im Ik 
has increased but 82 per cent to 
consumers since 1939. 
Dairy far­ 
mers are finding it more diffi­ 
cult to deliver milk to G rade A 
m arkets under these conditions 
"Labor is scarce on dairy farms 
and farm ers are finding it more 
profitable to turn to other linos 
of agricultural production which 
require less hired help and niter 
better returns. 
As a result, cow 
num bers in Illinois are now at 
the lowest point they have been 
in lit years. ’ Mason said. 
"This is being felt throughout 
the dairy industry and it is ex 
pected that shortages will bt 
come acute this fall and w-inter 
as milk production declines sea­ 
sonally.

Ponds 
and Islands—According to Illin­ 
ois law, the beds of stream s be­ 
long to those who own the land 
next to the stream (riparian own- ' 
ere.)

However, the term s of a deed or 
conveyance 
may 
specify 
the 
stream bank, or high or low w a­ 
ter mark as the boundary. P er­ 
sons holding the land on both 
.sides own all of the bed. O w n­ 
ers along non-navigable stream s 
also have exclusive control of 
the w ater to the extent of their 
rights in the stream bed. and 
may prevent trespass on or use 
of the w ater above such bed.

tine interesting case the Illinois 
Suprem e Court held that a low­ 
er ow ner on Big Creek, a non­ 
navigable stream rn Union Coun­ 
ty. h id a right to prevent the 
logs of upper owners from d o t­ 
ing across his stream bed.
